some of,which are conceded by the en- 
tente military authorities. Their forces' 
have pressed southward from Fiorina, 
occupying Kaatorla and Korltsa. the 
former town being: 30 miles southwest 
of Fiorina. 
_. For the moment at least, Iho opera- 
tions on the eastern and western fronts 
aro overshadowed by those.in the Bal- 
kans. 
Tho eYitente offensive, 
how- 


ever, is proceeding uninterruptedly on 
both these fronts.. In northern Franco 
the French have resumed infantry ac- 
tivity along the 
Somme, 
capturing 
trenches near Estrees an.d Soyecourt, 
south of the river. 
They also have 


made- progress north of the. stream 
In 


tho outskirts of-Clary, which village 
is an important Immediate objective of 
tho French in their

Tho British on the Somme front are 


slowly creeping nearer to Thicpval. on 
their left Hank, their latest advance 
bringing them within onp thousand 
yards of the place.

Icmont, northwest of Comblcs. is still 
holding out, although tho Dritishh are 
fast hemming It in and report the 
Germans in the town suffering heavily 
from the allied artillery lire. 


I'elrograd reports the situation un- 


Volhynta and the 
Carpathian region, but claims tho gain 
of further ground from tha Turks in

In • Persia the- Russians, 


who have been driven back a consid- 
erable distance in recent operations, 
low appear to be making a successful 
stand against the Turkish forces.
